' Columhua, O,. March It.— The tiouse 
passed the Brumbaugh bill to provide 
for the appointment of a (ommi^sion 
to bfytt 9tMrs« ot tbs Ohio, exhibit lyt 
tbs St. Louis sxposltloB. Tbs bill car- 
ries an appropriation of |75,0OO. 

The Silberberg bill to prevent fraud 
in the sale of stocks of merchandise 
was passed without oppof^itlon. The 
bill requires that before * sale of a 
stock of goods can be complrf d a 
complete list of all creditors with 
amodnt due each nlust bs furnished 
and SAi Cj^«<Utor8 given flvs dv^ys* no- 
tice ot ibis. Heavy fines and im- 
prisonment are provided tOr fal^i|e 
to comply with the law.
